Conference of Executive With 
Chicago Men May Change 
Trade Commission Measure.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—Optirnistic 


views of business canditions were pre- 


sented to President Wilson today by 
Henry Ford, the Detroit automobile 
manufacturer, during an hour’s confer- 
ence at tie White House. Ford told the 
President he saw no evidences of any 
sort of business depression, psychologi- 
cal or otherwise, and said that in his 
opinion business was getting better. 
“There is absolutely nothing wrong 
with business,’’ Ford told the President. 
“The only trouble is that some people 
seem pessimistic. If everyone would 
only cheer up and attend to their busi- 
ness this calamity talk would stop im- 
mediately.”’ 

The President and Ford discussed the 
trust bills in a general way, as well as 
the business situation. i 

Officials close to the President said 
he was greatly encouraged by his talk 
with Ford, and that he had been fur- 
ther -strengthened in his determination 
to push the trust program during the 
present session of Congress. 

Ford refused to discuss his call, say- 
ing that talk of business depression was 
unworthy of denial. 

President Wilson's conference with 
Ford was in continuation of his inform- 
al conferences with the heads of “big 
business” to discuss generally industrial 
and financial conditions of the country. 
He was prepared today to see beside 
Ford a committee of bankers from IIli- 
nois and a delegation representing the 
National Association of State Bank Su- 
pervisors. The administration's anti- 
trust program was expected to form an 
important part of the discussion. 

Ford had been invited by the Presi- 
dent to luncheon at the White House. 
Today's engagement was the third in 
the series of conferences the President 


in the industrial «nd financial world 
general business conditions as well as 
measures in Congress. 

Conferred With Morg-:. 
Recently he conferred with J. P. Mor- 
gan anl vesierday discusscd with rep- 
resentatives of the Chicago Association. 
of Commerce proposed anti-trust legis: 
lation and business conditions in a gen- 
eral way. The President has expressed 
the feeling that these conferences have 
been mutually inatructive and helpful. 

One direcf result of the conference 
with the Chicago business men is the 
possibility that the Trade Commission 
bill, which has passed the House and 
is now pending in the Senate, may be 
moedified as -tto details. To that end 
the Chicagoans remaineé in Wash- 
ington and were expected to confer 
today with Representative Covington 
of Maryland, author of the House 
Trade Commission bill. The Presi-, 
dent arranged for the conference. 

Trade Commission #avorea, 

The delegation told the President 
that they favored the Trade Commis- 
sion bill, but suggested certain mod- 
ifications which they contended 
would make it a “strengthening 
agency, helpful to all business.” 

They advocated a Trade Commission 
with broad *powers of investigation 
and authority to order the discontin- 
uance of practices contrary to law. 
They objected to making all corpo- 
rations return annual reports to the 
Ccemmission, and thought t0o many 
‘definitions of illegal practices were 
unnecessary. 

After listening carefully to their 
arguments, the ‘President wired Rep- 
resentative Covington at his Mary- 
land home to come to Washington to 
conter with the delegation. 

“Immunity Baths” Opposed. 

The Chicago business men were pro- 
lific in ideas on the subject of corpo- 
rations. 

In the first place, they wanted to have 
the commission given the power to give 
a certificate of character to a corpora- 
tion which it had investigated that 
would prevent the Department of Jus- 
tice from bringing an anti-trust suit. 
Other suggestions looked toward the 
complete divorcement of the trade com- 
mission from the influence of the At- 
torney-General. In other words, they 
wanted to make the word of the com- 
mission supreme with regard to the 
prosecution of corporations for restraint 
of trade. 

The President pointed out, in response, 
that the Congress could not by legisla- 
tive action deprive the Attorney-Genera! 
of his constitutional power to seek the 
punishment by the courts of corpora- 
tions believed, to have violated the law. 
He indicated quite clearly, in addition. 
that he would not favor conferring the 
power of giving “immunity baths’ on

Thomas B. Kilcullin, chief deputy and

counts. 

Until his reappearance at his desk it 
was said Kilcullin was in the country 
and efforts to obtain a statement from 
him at his home, 2715 Madison street, 
were unsuccessful. 

The inspection of Kilcullin’s accounts 
is still under way and will be completed 
Friday. 

Oversees Execution Sales, 

His appearance at the courthouse was 
in accordance with a promise which he 
made to Sheriff Dickmann Tuesday. 
Several execution sales were set for 
noon at the east door of the courthouse 
and Kilcullin was the only employe of 
the office who knew the details as to 
the property offered for sale. Though 
taking an enforced vacation at Sheriff 
Dickmann’s request, the first §n 18 years, 
he agreed to oversee these sales. 

From the moment he arrived at his 
desk he was busy giving instructions to 
other deputies. When asked by report- 
ers for a statement as to the shortage 
in his accounts he d: “I am too busy 
now to talk. And if I wasn’t busy there 
wouldn't be anything for me to say. I 
don't care to make a statement.” 
Dickmann when asked whether he 
would take the initiative in asking for 
the prosecution of any one found re 
sponsible for the shortage said that at 
the present stage of the investigation 
the matter of asking for warrants was 
in the hands of the bonding company. 
He added that no prosecution would be 
attemptea until the exact amount of the 
shortage Was determined. ie 

Cries Sale as Usual. 
Kilcullin instructed Joseph Dickmann 
Jr., son of the Sheriff, how to conduct 
the real estate sales at the east front 
door of the courthouse, and ‘Dickmann 
conducted them, with Kilcullin standing 
behind him and prompting him. When 
it came to selling a stock of saloon 
goods in the basement, Dickmann turned 
it over to Kilcullin, who cried the stuff 
in the usual auctioneer jargon, jollying 
the bidders and entering into the spirnt 
of the business with his usual thorough- 
ness. 

At Kilcullin’s home earlier in the day 
it was said he was still away. A 19- 
year-old son said Mrs. Kilicullin also 
was away from home, as she had gone 
to a picnic early in the morning. 

No Grand Jury Action Now. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey,~ Thursday, 
said no grand jury investigation of the 
shortage in the Sheriff’s office could 
be made until September, when the 
jury reconvenes. 

“When the grand jury is not in session 
I have no power to examine witnesses 
under oath,” he .said. “I asked the 
Legislature for that power, but it woulc 
If anyone interested should 
desire to start a prosecution before Sep- 
tember an information Could be issued 
and the person accused could be put 
under a bond, which would hold him 
until the grand jury reconvenes.’’ 

Dickmann now says his suspicion as 
to Kilcullin was aroused by other things 
vesides the fact that Kiicullin Never 
would take a vacation or a Saturday 
half-holiday. Several times recently, he 
said, lawyers have complained that Kil- 
cullin had failed to account or was slow 
in accounting for moneys obtained in 
satisfaction of judgimeute. 

The Sheriff said he krew Kiicullin 
played poker, but that he “‘didn’t mind a 
little poker playing.’’ It was different, 
he said, when he observed that Kilcul- 
lin was a daily reader of a paper devot- 
ea to horse racing. He then suspected 
that Kilculliy was gambling to an ex- 
tent not justified by his $200 a. month 
salary. ,

REGRETS FRENCH 
CANAL FAILURE 


De Lesseps, Son of First Panama 
Engineer, Views Opening 
With Sorrow. 


PARIS, July 9.—Count Charles de Les- 
seps, the son of Ferdinand de Lesseps, 
who began the work of building the 
Panama Canal in 1881, issued the follow- 
ing statement in a Paris morning paper: 

“I view the approaching inauguration 
of the Panama Canal with a feeling of 
genuine sorrow, and what I say ought 
not to wound the Americans, who have 
worked wonders. The French could 
‘have finished the work: there were no 
obstacles which they could not have 
overcome and nothing to justify the ca- 
tastrophe which overwhelmed us. 

‘“‘Three men made the canal and merit 
universal gratitude—my father, Engi- 
neer Philippe Bunau-Varilla and Col. 
Goethals.”’ 

Count de Lesseps told of the ordeal 
through which he passed when he went 
to the prison and ‘found his father 
dying, broken and distressed by the 
thought that the family honor had been 
tarn§fshed. He was able then to tell him 
that in spite of appearances, his honor 
was saved, though all was lost but that.

Thomas Has Advantage. 

They are asserting that a majority 
of the committeemen have been com- 
mitted to Graves, but whether they will 
be able to overcome the advantage that 
Thomas will have with the administra- 
tion fortes behind him is one of the 
problems that is worrying the commit- 
teemen.

TURNS HIS ASSETS 
OVER TOGREDITOR 


Holdings of Former Head - of 
Bankers’ Trust Co. Mortgaged; 
Liabilities $675,000. 


St. Louis creditors of John E. Frank- 
lin, until six weeks ago president of 


the Bankers’ Trust Co., Thursday mailed 


to’ out-of-town creditors notice that 
Franklin had turned over to them all of 
his assets to be distributed among all 
creditors to save for them as much as 
possible in the collapse of the Franklin 
enterprises. 

The notice states that the liabilities 
will amount to about $675,000. All credit- 


ors are requested to join in taking their 


pro rata share and are told in the 
notiee that a failure on the part of any 
to do so may throw the matter into the 
courts and that much of the assets 
would be dissipated by the costs of lit- 
igation. 

The notice is the first official state- 
ment of the bursting of the Franklin 


financial scheme which has been known 
fo bankers for several weeks, and which 
resulted in a break in the price of Bank- 
ers! Trust Co. stock from $190 to $39 ia 


less than two months. Franklin held 
about 5800 shares of Bankers’ Trust 
stock, according to Eugene H. Angert. 
The drop in 
the stock means a shrinkage of $875. 300 
in the market value of his holdings . 
the company of which he was presi- 
dent. ' 
Small Bank Stock Valuable. 

Franklin came to St. Louis after a 
phenomenal success as a country bank- 
The Bankers’ Trust Co. was organ- 
ized by him and it was announced to 
be principally a holding company to 
buy and hold shares of country banks. 

The stocks of the smaller banks of 
Missouri are considered ,very valuable, 
many of them paying dividends of from 
1 to 35 per cent. 

The stock of the Banker’s;Trust was 
sold throughout the eastern half of Mis- 


souri, many of the bankers of smaller 


towns investing in the Banker’s Trust. 


stock. 

Franklin was known as a heavy bor- 
rower of money, many of the country 
bankers being among his creditors. As 
security for loans his Banker’s Trust 
stock was pledged. When this stock be- 
gan to decline, dropping $10% a share 


in 10 days, these creditors demanded ad- | 


ditional stock or other securities for the 
loans and Franklin was forced to pledge 
all of his holdings in ‘the trust company 
to secure his debts. 


Creditors Held Meeting. 


At that time Franklin issued a cir- 


stating that all his collateral was 
pledged, and asking that his creditors 
give him time to negctiate for funds 
to help him out of his difficulties. 
While bankers for several days have 
known of the negotiations between some 
of the creditors and Franklin, the ‘rst 
outside announcement was’ made fol- 
lowing a meeting Thursday in the of-

State Department’s Attitude. 
At this period the State Department, 


denying that it was assisting the revolu- 
tionists, issued regular statements in- 
sisting that the Madriz Government was 
unwilling to offer proper terms to the 
United States as the price of its recog- 
nition and friendship. Madriz’s two 
commissioners made this report of their 
interview at the State Department 
which, with the instructions given the 
commissioners, appear to show that the 
statements emanating from Mr. Knox's 
office were not true, because Madriz 
was willing to surrender most anything 
to satisfy the apostle of “dollar di- 
plomacy.”’

HAMMONDSPORT, N. Y., July i— 
Pontoons nearly twice the size of the 
Langley launching floats are being 
built for the America. We hope these 
will get her out of the water easily 
under full load and at the same time be 
entirely seaworthy. 

The experiments with hydroplaning 
boards and submerged fins were aban- 
doned today after certain definite and 
probably valuable results. Mr. Curtiss’ 
| submerged fins developed an astonishing 
lifting power. They made-the America, 
i with a total weight of about 4600 pounds, 
fairly. jump out ef the water—jump out 
so quickly, in fact, that speed could not 
be déveloped in time to shift the bur- 
den to the wings before the weight 
would drop back into the water. 

Mr. Ourtiss believes that he has found 
the correct principle, bat it might take 
weeks of further experimentation to ad- 
just the planes or blades to the exact 
angles and proportions. 

‘Then, again, the adjustment which 
might be perfect for the full load might 
not: serve the purpose when the gasoline 
tanks become empty. So the old Lang- 
ley ; launching pontoons were brought 
out again and attached under the lower 
wings. 

Pontoons Place Close to Hall. 

This time they. were put close up to 
the hull instead of out under the wing 
struts, where last week they lifted 2107 
pounds of useful load tnto the aif for’a 
satisfactory flight. They were not put 
back im the same position-because there 
they would not stand the battering from 
a rough sea, although clese to the hull 
they did not have the same lifting 
power, apparently. The water from the 
boat poured back over the pontoons. We 
plowed around for a while. but suc- 
ceeded only iff kicking up a big ‘sea 
and learning that the design of the 
pontoons must be modified: 

Thc two floats being built will be 
twice as deep as the Langley pontoons, 
the object being to give more flotation 
to the hull, in order to keep the “‘Amer- 
ica’’ from sinking deep into the water. 
For experiment they will be of lum- 
ber, roughly constructed. When we 
have struck the correct design they will 
be built of the ‘light three-ply board, 
stoutly ribbed and coated with canvas 
like the rest of the hull. I am sorry 
the blades and fins did not come up to 
expectations yesterday, for their suc- 
cess would have,crowned a forttight’s 
hard experimentation with a distinct 
achievement in hydpo-aeronautics. There 
is little doubt that Mr. Curtiss will be 
able to develop the submerged fins in 
time, but, unfortunately, we lack the 
time just now. 

The America simply must be fin- 
ished in time to ship from New York 
on the 18th if we are to be in St. 
John’s in time for the August moon. 

Moonlight Is Important. 

How. important the moonlight is 
on the transatlantic attempt was 
demonstrated last evening when 
Capt. Creagh Osborn tried out tne 
measuring instrument. over 
He was taken up by 
Liett: John H. Towers, U. S. N., by 
courtesy of the Navy Department, who 
telegraphed special permission from 
Washington for the trial of the in- 
strument in a new Curtiss flying 
boat for the American navy. 

In the poor light of the early eve- 
ning it was impossible to observe any 
ripples on thé lake, which by that 
time had almost .become glassy.

Elmer Sperry, inventor of the gyroscope, 
lf it works out in practical navigation 
as well as Capt. Osborn believes it will, 
the serious problem of drift measure- 
ment seems to have been solved—and 
that has been the obstacle to trans- 
oceanic aviation which hag been held 
' While 
canditions over the water were unfavor- 
able to a fair trial, Capt. Osborne took 
observations fram trees he could ob- 
serve along the lake shore and to his 
satisfaction he found that he had meas- 


j ured exactly the speed at which the new 


navy boat was flying—65 miles an hour. 
‘Further tests will he made by Capt. 
Creagh Asborne and Lieut. Towers when 
conditions of the lake more nearly ap- 
proximate those at sea. 

I abandoned today the idea of go- 
ing up to St. John’s'a week ahead of 
the America, and shall wait here for 
the completion of the pontoons,’ After 
all is said, these delays are only what 
we should have expected. September 
was the original starting time and we 
have been trying to save two months 
against a possible competitor’s attempt. 
If all goes well, we shall be away with 
the, August moon, and, that will be a 
month ahead of the original schedule.

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COMPULSORY MEDICATION. 


A recent editorial in the Post-Dispatch, calling 
attention to a resolution adopted at the recent 
convention of the American Medical Association, 
was returned, marked with the words: “A Lie.” 
The resolution, reported by the Associated Press, 
was to the effect that it was the opinion of the 
3500 members of the convention that “public wel- 
fare would be conserved if every man, woman and 
child were.to be subjected to a compulsory exam- 
ination as to physical fitness once every year.” 

If the A. M. A. convention has passed no such 
resolution, there is evidence on all sides that a 
large number of doctors and hygienic faddists 
are desirous of fastening upon the people a species 
cf medical tyranny. Dr: Harvey W. Wiley told 
the Mothers’ Club in Washington recently that 
“the day is coming when every pupil will be 
forced to undergo a strict medical examination.” 
It. has been shown that, in a city of the size of 
Chicago, this would necessitate the appointment 
ot 300 medical inspectors, at a cost of $360,000 a 
year. 

Compulsory medical examination of all the 
adult population would be but a step from com- 
pulsory medical examination of all school chil- 
dren. One of the advocates of such wholesale 
compulsory medical examination is Dr. 8S. S. Gold- 
water, Commissioner of Health of New York City. 
It is, of course, urged that such a scheme would 
protect the people against disease and conduce to 
longevity. 

Health is, of course, priceless. But so is per- 
sonal liberty. Of the two, the universal verdict 
of mankind has been that personal liberty is 
first.

From the Washington Times, 

St. Louis is the latest city to join 
the rapidly growing group of “modern 
Charter’’ municipalities—asd st. Louis 
by the way, is the fourth largest town 
in the United States. Ep a vote of 
46,839 to 44,158 the people, an Jitne W, 
threw off their antiquated ahackies and 
adopted a new charter whfcf tratels as 
far toward the commissisn-rmasager 
plan as the Constitution of Misscwef wil! 
at present permit. 

The old double-chambereé City GCeun- 
cil is abolished and a one-house legis- 
lative’ body substituted, elected ai 
large, but nominated by wards—arother 
dcuble twist to get around the 1875 Gon- 
stitution. The short ballot princfpke is 
followed. Endless quantities of red 
tape, checks and balances, and compli- 
cated machinery, behind which, respon- 
sibility-dodging officialdom has-so lorz 
hid, goes to the scrap pile. 

The city gains the absolute right to 
nunicipal ownership of public’ utilities 
of any kind whatsoever; the establish- 
ment of an efficiency board for city 
employes; a department of public wel- 
fare with broad powers; and the in- 
it.ative, referendum and recall in easily 
werkable forms which will both place 
city officials on good -behavior all the 
time and put the voters in supreme con- 
trol of their affairs. 

The fight was bitter, as may be 
judged from the narrow majority. ~The 
usual ‘“‘machine,’’ public utility and 
other “‘interests’’ had the aid of an ultra 
radical group who opposed the charter 
because of some minor features not to 
their liking. But the tremendous 
change in public sentiment which re. 
flects a like change in progress through- 
out the nation, is shown by the fact that 
four years ago only a more conservative 
charter than this one wa3 defeated by 
40,000 maJority. 

The progressive element in St. Louls— 
which includes all parties—see in the 
new charter an end to the “invisible 
government,” the reign of the city hall 
spoilsmen, the despotism of the public 
utility corporations, the exit of the’ 
franchise grabbers, the destruction o° 
the “giachine’’—in short, a New S&St. 
Louls. So may it be provided the people 
of St. Leuis realize that it takes live 
citizens to achieve results and that the 
most perfect charter in existence wil! 
not automatically hand down to them 
good government.
